Brie, though abandoned by the French, hias not
been cccupled by the Germans. Tha French
wounded who have fallen into the hands of tha be-
selgers refuse the offer of being esnt back to Parls.
The German leaders ave losing much of their over-
reaching contidence, in consequence ol the recent
military events. Prinoe George, in a dispateh to
the King of Saxony, states that Brie aud Chiam-
Eigny have been recaptured, although the Freach

rought beavy masses into action. He admits that
the Saxons sufered seversly.

Lospos, Dec. 4.—Advices received by balloon
from Parls to November 30, state that tny French

REPORT OF THE COMPTROLLER.

Thbe National Banks and their Busi-
nese for the Past Year—The
Circulating Medium and
its Present Condi-
tion.

OrFrich oF TiHe COMPTROLLER OF THE UuR-
nexcy, Wasnixeros, Nov, 7.—Sir: —Io eompli-
ance with the provisions of section Gl of the
National Currency aect, I have the hLonor to
{;rnenl. through you, to the Cengress of the
‘nited States the following report:—

Since my last annusl report thirty-seven
national banks have been organized, making
the tolal number organlzed up o date, seven-
teen hundred and thirty-ome. Of this number
five banks were organized by the surrender of
cireulating notes for that purpose by existing
patlional banks, and did not Increase the aggre-
gale of bavk circulation.

NEW BANKS ORGANIZED.

Thirty-one banks bave been organized under
the act approved July 12, 15870, providing for the
lesue of fifty-four millions of additional national
bank circulation.

The sggregate capital of these banks named is
03.239,05, giving an average to each bank of
about #104,500, and distributed among the

examivers, into the mode of doing
business, character of the management,

and the value and condition of the nssets of Lhe
banke during the year, and it has been ascer-
tained that the Lills and notes disconnled are,
to a remarkable extent, based upon the bona
Jide travsaelions, while - the accommodation
loans are uniformly eafe and well secared.
The reeerves requaired by law to be held, o
eecure the payment of circulation and deposits,
are, as a rule, kept on hand, and the general
average of such reserves is ordinarily considera-
bl}i_ above the amonnt required.

he limitation of loaus to one-tenth of the
ald in capiial, a most wholesome restriction,
g, in a large majority of the banks, carefally
obeerved, and the loans are almost uniformly
well distributed. In very few Instances are the
directors allowed to monopolize to any coosider-
able extent the facilitles offered.

THRR CIRCULATIRG FRANCHISE,

The privilege of issuing elrenlating notes is
po more valuable ag a franchise, under Federal
autbority, than il always has been under State
anthority. The profits derived from iL are com-
monly over-estimated. A [fair estimate of the
average profit on cireulation will net much ex-
ceed five per cent., and this is just about the
average rate of taxation pald by national banks;
§o that the profits derived from the bnzaess of
banking depend mainly upon the amonat of de-
posits, which after all constitnte the true basis
of banking, Circula‘ion—that issmoney or its
representative—is the creature of the Govera-
ment, and Is to be relled on a= n gonrce ol pro-
fit only in the rudimentary siages of baoking.
The history of banking im the older aud
wealtbhier countries of tbe world farnishes abun-
dant evidence as to the truth of this statement,

The reports of 51 jolot stock banks of Great
Britain of their operations during a part of the
year 1800 illustrale the fact stated. Leaviog
out the Bank of Eopgland, which faroishes the

reat bulk of the elrenlation nsed in the United

ingdom, the banks reported employ an azgre-
gate capital exceeding £12 000,000, and their
wet profits for six months of tha vear 1800 were
somewhat in excese of £3,700,000, or at the rate
of sbont nine per cent. per anuum. ltqpo)t}: of
€2 banks for the six months succeeding the plriod
embraced in the foregoing stawemeant show a
capital of over £30,000,000, with dividends
averaging five and three-quarters per cent., and
wet profite not divided equal to oue per ceat,;
togetber making the net profits of the 62 baoks,
whose reports are published, at the rate of thir-
teen and a balf per cent. per annum.

BANRING BUSINES 8 IN THE UNITED STATES

Jn the United States the accamulatlon of ensh
capilal is comparatively small, Asin all new
countrieg, nearly the entire capltal is regnired
for the transaclion of active bLusiness, and for
the development of the resources of the couo-
try. The amount of deposits, thorefore, or
money at rest, is small in comparison with the
actual weallh of the country; but it iz contlnu-
ally on the Increase, and by its aid the national
banks are enabled to brivg their earnings up to

an aversge that  bas bitherto proved
ealisfactory _to their stockholders. In
view of all  the tacts, however,

it seems desirable that the old relations between
the rate of interest and the rate of taxation,
eetablished and observed by nearly all the States
in which banks of isene were authorized, should
Bot be entirely ignored with regard to national
banke, and inasmuch as the power of the States
over the uatiopal banks, in these two important
particulars, is exerciced only witk the consent
of the General Goverument, it would be a wise
precaution for Congress to fix such limitations
a8 would prevent unwige, un'riend!y, or other-
wise damaging leglslation.

Allusion Las been made in former reports Lo
the cusiom of paying interest on deposits by
national banks. The Eracuce existed long be-
fore any pational bauks had an exlstence, and
they only continue to do what thelr predecos-
sors did before thew, and what bankers every-
where consider themselves compelled to do,

The pse of other people’s money in the shape
of deposits, without interest, or at a low rate of
interest, bas come to be considered a cardinal
pecessity of modern banking. There will
always be those ready to accept ils custody,
assnune all the risks, and pay Interest for it
uee, for a margin of profit ranging from one Lo
three per cent.

Itis not always the strongest or wealthiest
bank or banker who Is willlng to pay the highest
rate for this use of other mrla'a money.
Ordiparily, judging of banks as of individnals,
the one most in need of money offers the great-
el Inducements to depositors. In theory the
custom 18 dangerous; in practice it Is notalways
safe, but, mevertheless, it 18 #0 thoroughly en-
trenched Im its position by long observance,
{hat any sweeping enactment prohiblting the
E:l);mcnt of Interest on de by mational

ks would be evaded in some way, or the
barks would lose their depoaits. here are
scores of banks and kers, mnot sub-
jeet. to the control of Congress, who
would 1ejolee over such a prohibiglon as over
the discomfiture of an om::av: yet there s one
fut that should be guarded.

NEDEMPTION OF CITROULATING NOTHS,

‘I be necersity for some arrangement by which
the notes of national banks may be assorted and
returped Lo the eeveral hanks of issue for re-
demption Is becoming more and more apparen
as the difficulty of dealing with the worn an
mutilated notes newin eirculation is experienced.
The arguments contalned in former reports, In
favor of a geweral redeeming agency in the city
of New York, will not be repeated or exteanded
on the present ocossion. The eomviction is
expressed, however, that if the banks were
authorized to establish an institution of their
own for that purpose, owned, countrolled, and
managed in thelr interest, they wonld find It
grull{y to iheir profit to do so.

Such an institution wounld alzo serve as the
custodian of the reserves kepl in New York,
tbereby exempling them from the risks lnci-
dent to furds deposited in the ordinary way and
drawing interest, and would Perhsps obvinte
the necessity of specifie legis'ation upon the
eubject of the payment of interest on deposits;
while the benefit to the whole country, arising
from a fiseal agency s0 truly wpational in ite
characler regulaling the carrency, the ex-
changes, and the banking interesta of the coan-
try, bevond the eontrol of any ring or cligue—
because managed by all for the benefit of all—
would be of the most substantial and enduring
kind.
